The above picture taken on the Boulevard show how complete was the destruction wrought by 
When the flames had passed, what had been beautiful homes standing 
beneath the stately shade trees, were in a few minutes nothing but smouldering heaps of embers with

On the block past Auburn avenue, 
fronting the old circus square, all 
frame dwellings, the fire ate a swath 
a block wide, crossing Houston street 
at Fort, near the junction of Irwin, 
Houston, Cain and North Jackson 
strect. Thé old Wheat street negro 
church. was the last building to go 
down in the path of the flames at this 
point. The blocks along Houston, Ir- 
win, East Cain, East avenue, Angier 
avenue and Wabash on the west side 
of North Jackson were burned as the 
flames swept across Jackson street, be- 
ginning at No. 287 and 293 and widened 
out on Boulevard. From this point, the 
flames ate ther way northward along 
Boulevard to Forrest avenue, burning 
two blocks deep and continued along 
the Boulevard to Ponce de Leon. Be- 
tween Jackson and Boulevard, nothing 
but chimneys stand for blocks and 
blocks. At North avenue the flames ate

Army Officers Who Will 


Arrive in City Today. 
Five Sites Offered. 


News that Atlanta has been designat- 
ed as the site for two of the twelve pro- 
visional training camps to be located in 


the southeast under direction of Gen- 
eral Leonard Wood was contained in 
the following Associated Press dispatch: 

“Washington, May 31.—A second { 
training camp site was designated to- 
day by the war department in Atlanta, 
making two for that city. It was offi- 
cially announced that Columbia, S. C., 
has been selected as a contonment or 
divisional training camp site. 

“In addition to the contonment sites 
previously announced, the war depart- 
ment today announced locations of 
sites at Greenville, S. C., southeastern 
department, and Amityville, L I., in the 
eastern department.” 

When B. M. Grant, a member of the 
committee working on the camp site, 
read this dispatch, he declared that it 
probably means Atlanta will get at 
least two divisions of troops in the two 
camps, and perhaps four, and that the 
chances are more than one of the sites 
near Atlanta will be used for the camps. 

When he was here Saturday, General 
Leonard Wood stated that Atlanta will 
get between 50,000 and 60,000 troops, or 
two divisions. The announcement from 
Washington Monday confirms this and 
gives room to believe that perhaps three 


or four divisions will be located here, 
consisting of over 100,000 troops. | 
The actual selection of the camp site, 
four or five of which near Atlanta ede 
been offered, is in the hands of a board 
of army officers that will reach here 
to inspect them Tuesday.

BRITISH TROOPS 
HOLD BIG SECTIONS 
OF HINDENBURG LINE 


London, May 21.—The British troops 
are now holding the entire Hindenburg 
line from the east of Bullecourt, to Ar- 
ras, with the exception of trench ele- 
ments on a front of about 3,000 yards 
west of Bullecourt, according to the 
official communication issued tonight. 
The recent gains northwest of Bulle- 
court. have been consolidated. The 
statement says: 

“Our new positions in the Hinden- 
burg line northwest of Bullecourt have 
been secured during the day with lit- 
tle interference from the enemy. All 
information received confirms the se- 
verity of the German losses in the re- 
cent fighting in this area. 

“With the exception of a sector of 


west of Bullecourt, we hold the whole 
of the Hindenburg line from a point 1 
mile east of Bullecourt to Arras. 
“The hostile 3 has again 
shown considerable activity on the 
north of the Scarpe. 
“There was great aerial activity yes- 
terday. A number of successful bomb- 
ing raids were carried out and our air- 
planes co-operated excellently with our 
infantry in the attacks, engagi the 
enemy troops in the enemy’s front line 
trenches with machine gun-fire. 
In the air fighting seven German 
airplanes were downed, of which one 
fell inside our lines. Eight others 
were driven down out of control. An- 
other hostile machine was shot down 
out of control by our anti-aircraft 
guns. Four of our machines are 
missing.” 


FRENCH CAPTURE 
GERMAN POSITIONS. 


Paris, May 21.—Several lines of Ger- 
man trenches in the Champagne near 
Moronvilliers were captured last night 
by the French, the war office announces. 

The French took 800 prisoners and 
found the wrecked German shelters 
filled with dead. The Germans lost 
heavily in ineffectual counter attacks. 

The statement follows: 

“On the Chemin-des-Dames, the ar- 
tillery fighting continued during the 
night in the region northwest of Braye- 
en-lLaonnois and on the front between 
Cerny and Hurtebise. A German attack 
near Froidmont farm was checked be- 
fore the enemy was able to reach our 
lines. The enemy undertook no further 
attack after the complete check of his 
general assault undertaken yesterday. 

“There were brief but violent artil- 
lery actions between Miette and the 
Aisne and northwest of Rheims. In the 
region of Chevreux we made progress 
and took prisoners. 

“In the Champagne yesterday even- 
ing we carried out on two sectors of 
the heights near Moronvillier an 
operation which resulted in an fmpor- 
tant and brilliant success. Our troops 
captured several lines of German 
tr ches on the slopes north of Carnil- 
et, at the Casque and at the Teton. 
Furthermore all the important ovserva- 
tion points in this region are now in 
our hands. German counter attacks 
were taken under our fire and thrown 
back with heavy losses. We took 
about 800 prisoners in these actions. 
The enemy shelters were found to have 
been blown to pieces and to be piled 
high with the dead.”’ 


GERMANS ADMIT 


LOSS OF POSITIONS. 


Berlin, May 21.—(Via London.)—The 
Germans on the Arras front yesterday 
maintained their positions except in 
one demolished trench, which was evac- 
uated, according to plan during the 
British attack Sunday on an 8%-mile 
front, says the official statement is- 
sued today by the German army head-

Allen, of the Atlanta Chamber of Com- 
merce, last night, and this publication 
is to be taken in the nature of a call 
to the meeting, since immediate re- 
lief work last night prevented anything 
like a general call for this meeting 
being sent out. All citizens who have 
suggestions or services ta offer are 
urged to attend this meeting. 

Two other meetings will be held. 

One is a conference between repre- 
sentative negroes and the public safety 
committee at 9:30 o’clock at the cham- 
ber of commerce and the other is a 
meeting of representativse at the Negro 
Odd Fellows’ hall at 11 o'clock, when 
plans will be worked out for the relief 
and for other problems confronting the 
negro citizens who suffered by yester- 
day’s fire. 

It is not anticipated that Atlanta will 
needany assistance from outside sources 
in relieving the situation, which now 
confronts her, though a number of 
neighboring cities have already ten- 
dered their money and services. 

Thanks Cities For Offers. 

President Ivan Allen, of the cham- 
ber of commerce, last night, asked that 
The. Constitution express the deepest 
appreciation and the most sincere 
thanks for these tendérs of aid in re- 
lieving suffering. Committees have 
already been organized, however, 
he said, which will be amply able to 
cope with the situation as it will pre- 
sent itself this morning. 

Président Allen also desire®. public 
expression of the deep appreciation 
which Atlanta feels for the prompt re- 
sponse of Chattanooga, Macon, Augusta, 
Rome, Newnan, Marietta, Decatur, East 
Point, College Park, Birmingham and 
other cities in sending or offering 
to send their fire departments to help 
fight the fire. The arrival of these 
companies, said. Mr. Allen, were not 
only of inestimable aid in fighting the 
fire itself, but insured the safety of 
the city after the big blaze was under 
control and Atlanta’s fire fighting 
equipment was being obilized and 
her men recuperating from the strenu- 
ous work of the day. 

President Allen expressed every con- 
fidence that, not only will all suffer- 
ing be relieved by noon today, but 
that all these who lost their homes 
and property will be amply provided 
for.

A fair example of the generosity and 
promptness with which the situation 
was met is found in the way Grady and 
other hospitals in the danger zone were 
provided for.

May 21.—German official 
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Lauded by Cincinnati Expert

Perhaps never before was there wit- 
nessed such aid as that offered firemen 
in the great blaze Monday. Groups of 
men and boys grasped lines of hose and 


attacked like veterans, others entered 


dwellings to perform real rescue duty, 
while scores of others engaged in car- 
rying out the more easily moved 
articles of furniture and household 
goods. 

The thousands of feet of hose ex- 
tended from the beginning of the con- 
flagration was soon found to be insuf- 
ficent to reach any part effectively in 
advance of the flames. ‘ 

During twelve years’ service in one 
of the largest and best equipped fire 
departments in the country, I have 
never before witnessed a conflagration 
which burned with such rapidity. 

Not less than two entire blocks of 
frame houses were destroyed within 
twenty minutes in one locality alone. 
In some instances the tenants seemed 
only to be aware that a fire was oo- 
curring in the neighborhood and were 
preparing to remove their personal 
géods, when in another few minutes it 
was impossible to do so. Pianos and 
other more valuable articles of furni- 
ture were carried to the sidewalks, 
only to be left there for the flames to 
destroy. Piles of bedding were seen 
burning everywhere, while one of the 
most regrettable and long-to-be-re- 
membered sights was the destruction 
of trees and rose trellises which 80 


abundantly covered the finer residential 
sections. 

It was about 8 o’clock when it ap- 
peared that the scattered lines of hose 
were only producing steam when 
reaching the great pockets of heat and 
were in no manner able to combat with 
the situation. Then dynamiting was 
heard and a new hope was felt, but it 
was hours after this was started before 


its effect became apparent. 


I have witnessed large blocks of 
manufactories burn to the ground when 
surrounded with the best of firé-fight- 
ing apparatus and deluged with water, 
and I regard nothing more difficult to 
combat with than a residential section 
of a city where principally composed 
of wood structure. The, great rapidit 
with which a fire can travel throug 
frame buildings cannot be estimated, 
and this, augmented by a high wind, 
was no exception. 
ing short of marvelous that this fire 
was checked ‘before reaching an open 
country on all sides. 

Anether peculiar feature which ac- 
companies this class of fire is the 
ready remark given out by those most 
unacquainted with such hazards with 
reference to incendiarism. A fire will 
jump sometimes as far as two and often 
three blocks ahead of its course, and 
it is this fact ‘which the gossiping spec- 
tators take notice of to remark ag sus- 
picious in their narrow opinions. 

I also wish to add that it is a scien- 
tific fact that large fires of this kind 
create their own draft, and were there 
no wind blowing at all the air in the 
direct vicinity of the fire would have 
been noticeably disturbed and suffi- 
ciently so as to cause sparks to travel 
for several hundred yards. 

I rarely witnessed more efficinecy 
than that exhibited by Chief Cody’s 
marshais and men, and Atlanta can, 
especially after this calamity, feel just- 
ly. proud of its fire department.

Fire broke out at the home of Mr. 
Jackson at 339 Woodward avenue yes- 
terday afternoon about 1 o’clock and 
the houses from 329 to 345 on that 
side of the street were completely de- 
stroyed, and the blaze had gained such 
headway that the fire department had 
to fight frantically to stop the con- 
flagration at the corner of Woodward 
avenue and King street.

ADJOURN CONVENTION 


Three Atlanta Business Men 
to Handle the Herrick 
Bequest. 


New Orleans, May 21.—The 1917 con- 
vention of the Southern Baptist 
churches, which began here last 
Wednesday, was finally adjourned to- 
day and after a stainless flag mass 
meeting tonight, arranged by th@g local 
committee, virtually all the offi and 
delegates departed for their omes. 
Speakers at the mass meeting who de- 
livered addresses on patriotism and 
prohibition included Rev. Doctors A. J. 
Barton, Dallas: W. D. Upshaw, Wash- 
ington, and J. D. Crane, Greenville, S. 
C. Official figures showed the conven- 
tion just closed was the third largest 
in point of attendance in the history of 
the denomination. Among the impor- 
tant actions taken by the convention 
during its six-day session were: Py 

Settlement of the long-standing con- 
troversy over consolidation of church 
boards by electing an executive com- 
mittee to act for the convention between 
sessions; took first definite steps toward 
establishing a Southern Baptist minis- 
terial relief fund of $4,000,000; de- 
clared for absolute, nation-wide prohi- 
bition during the war, and selected a 
committee to urge it before congress: 
pledged aid of the members of the de- 
nomination to the president and gov- 
ernment in the war; appointed a com- 
mission to determine the question of 
the legality of the incorporation of the

— ow the Flames Got Start 
In Atlanta’s Negro Section 


From the first house, No. 27 Fort 
street, that flared into flame about 12 
o'clock Monday, shingles were caught 
by the high northeast wind and 
soon became a veritable shower 
of burning brands over the house- 
tops of the long line of negro 
dwellings down Fort street. With- 
in fifteen minutes a dozen houses 
were on fire in as many places. Ad- 
ditional fire alarms were rung in and 
two fire companies answered the call. 
A total of fifteen hose lines were ply- 
ing on the blazes within thirty minutes. 
Pedestrians began to gather in little 
groups here and there to watch the 
fire-fighters at work, and these soon 
became fire-fighters themselves, serv- 
ing hose lines regardless of danger, re- 
gardless of flying sparks, regardless of 
clothing; working side by side with the 
firemen and with the negroes who were 
desperately trying to save their burn- 
ing homes. 

As the flames searched out dwellings 
ahead of the firemen, the scene 
became one of almost indescrib- 
able panic among the negro resi- 
dents. Some were on their knees pray- 
ing. Many were working like trojans 
to get what few belongings out of the 
house in the path of the fire they could 
gather. Bedding, furniture, clothing, 
beds, trunks and baby carriages strewed 
the streets along the flame-swept area. 
Here and there were women scream- 
ing, carrying babies in their arms, 
pushing ahead of them the baby car- 
riages toward safety, all the belongings 
saved. 

Additional Trucks Arrive. 

Additional fire companies, engines 
and trucks began arriving, while the 
fire was still confined to the Fort to 
to Hilliard to Yonge and Gartrell dis- 
trict, mostly a negro residential sec- 
tion. So swiftly did it spread that at 
times houses caught fire and burned 
within the space of a few minutes— 
four or five at the most. All over the 
section men were on the housetops 
dashing water from buckets, or direct- 
ing streams from garden hose on the 
shingles. 

When the old Wheat street church 
caught fire and burned, a great shout 
went up from the negro spectators. An 
old negro mammy drew an excited 
throng of listeners while she told of 
the prophecies of the Bible—of judg- 
ment day. .She told the crowd, or such 
part of it that would listen, that the 
last day had come, and many went to 
their knees, some sobbing softly with 
lowered faces, some crying aloud in 
anguished tones almost unintelligible 
gibberish. On the old circus grounds, 
a full square on south side of Hous- 
ton street, furniture from a hundred 
homes made its appearance as if by 
magic, the owners sitting idly by on 
guard, apathetic to the exciting scene 
as the flames spread to the. larger 
dwellings of the white people on Irwin 
and Jackson streets. 

The old Grace Methodist church 
which has stood for many years at 
the intersection of East Cain street 
and North Jackson, also stood untouch- 
ed longer than the rest of the dwell- 
ings in this vicinity. Two handsome 
brick houses north of the church and 
on the same side of the street were 
burned to the ground before the church 
caught fire. 

Evacuate Their Homes. 

On Jackson street and on Boulevard, 
householders were desperately prepar- 
ing to evacuate their homes, and al- 
most the identical scenes enacted in 
the negro section were enacted here, 
with the possible exception of the nu- 
merous automobiles which carried 
household goods to safety from thé 
residences of the white folks. Here, it 
looked for a time as if the fire would 
be hemmed in, but the high wind, re- 
sponsible for the conflagration from 
the outset, from the first spark, car- 
ried sparks far onward and houses 
caught and burned almost before as- 
sistance could reach the residents, who, 
in every case, tried to stop the on- 
rush. 

The flames seemed to sweep all be- 
fore them by their very volume, by the 
intensity of the conflagration itself. 
House tops seemed to spring into 
flames from one corner to the other 
simultaneously. The entire section be- 
came à roaring furnace against which 
the efforts of the soldiers and civil- 
jans, the firemen and little boys, all 
working together, seemed feeble. At 
No. 287 North Jackson street the fire, 
traveling in a northeasterly direction 
and 1 streets diagonally, jumped 
over from the west side of the street 
and started toward Boulevard. No. 287, 
291 and 293 burned first and were the 
means of sending the flames over 
house tops and down Boulevard. A 
small drug store, solidly built of brick, 
withstood the heat, and still stands. 
Here also, one of Rogers stores es- 
caped the conflagration. 

8 out Boulevard, the flames 
ate through apartment houses — the Me- 
Lynn, the Farlinger and the Farlinger 
court, and many residents had hardly 
time to gather together a few bed 
clothes and personal belongings de- 
fore the intense heat drove them to 
the safety lines. In the McLynn apart- 
ments, a man dashed into his room and 
8 together a few sheets and 

lankets, a few ties and a clean shirt 
or two—and left behind a Stradivarus 
violin, valued at $4,000, which had been 
in his family more than 85 years.

Swift Spread of Flames. 


The swift stride of the fire can be 
realized ‘when it is told that the flames 
covered the distance from Forrest ave- 
nue to Ponce de Leon in less than an 
hour and a half. On Ponce de Leon 
avenue, while the flames roared to the 
tune of falling timbers and cracking 
glass, a soldier named Roddy Wall sat 
down to a piano left in the street and 
played the “Ocean Roll” while his 
mates turkey-trotting on the hot as- 
phalt. On the eastern side of the ad- 
vancing fire, along Randolph street, 
the open woods and fields sheltered 
hundreds of homeless men and women, 
with what little they managed to save 
of their personal and household effects. 
Here and there, well-dressed men sat 
on trunks, saying nothing. There was 
nothing to be said—it was too big, too 
stupendous to realize. Long before the 
fire reached Ponce de Leon avenue, the 
wooden grandstand of the baseball park 
caught fire, but was saved. In this 
section houses seemed to offer stiffer 
resistance to the flames. Mayor Can-

BUILDINGS THROWN 
HIGH INTO AIR. 


Buildings were heaved intact high 
into the air, where they crumbled into 
misshapen masses while descending, 
then flung back to earth a mass of 
kindling wood, when the dynamiting 
squad began to conquer the conflagra- 
tion. 

The dynamiting operations were led 
by Dr. W. L. Gilbert, an eminent mem- 
ber of the county commission, and 
chairman of the public works commit- 
tee, together with officers of the Sev- 
enteenth U. S. infantry and a group of 
skilled laboratory men from the Dp- 
Pont Powder company branch offices. 

Two crates of explosive were used to 
each building. They were set in a cen- 
ter room of the doomed home, one crate 
or top of another, and a fuse of suffi- 
cient length attached to permit escape 
from the structure before the dis- 
charge. The actual dynamiting was 
performed by G. B. Crane, J. E. Attix 
and E. M. Kimball, of the DuPont com- 
pany; which supplied the explosives. 

Dr. Gilbert selected the structures to 
be leveled, then accompanied the dyna- 
miters on their perilous tasks. At 
times two buildings were blown down 
simultaneously. This resulted in a 
shock which shook buildings for blocks 
around, and filled the elements with 
dust and debris. The concussion from 
the building first exploded invariably 
set off the adjoining building, where- 
upon the two would de converted into 


instant wreckage. 


dynamite when the flames reached points 


directly in their rear. And it was only 
this drastic step which prevented a 
spread across the street, where flying 
embers had already gained foothold on 
shingled roofs. : 

As a rule the dynamited wreckage 
caught afire, but the mass was 80 com- 
act, and so close to the ground, that 
osemen were able to extinguish ‘the 
flames before they gained dangerous 
headway. Subsequently, there lie on 
Ponce de Leon this morning the barely 
singed debris of dynamited domiciles 
which were laid to waste as martyrs to 
fall obstructively on the path of the 
holocaust.

The most pitiful sights of the whole 
disaster were to be found amongst the 
negroes. The alleywdys and back 
streets, from Decatur straight across 
beyond Auburn, were jammed with a 
mass of household effects under the 
guardianship of disconsolate owners. 
Old negro mammies stood dazed beside 
bundles of bedding, helplessly waiting 
for someone—anyone—to come with a 
wagon, a wheelbarrow, anything at all 
which would move their goods. Mat- 
tresses seemed to be the most highly 
prized possessions the negroes had, and 
nearly every house had its mattress and 
sheets thrown into the street. 


Three negro women stood at a little 
street intersection and held the arms 
and feet of a fourth, who lay against 
a pile of lumber and moaned and 
shrieked in hopeless hysteria. 

“Whut for you cry?” said one. 

“Cry,” replied the patient, momentar- 
ily sane. “A course Ise goin’ ter cry. 
Ain’t nothin’ else to do.” 

And once again she flung back her 
head and howled. 


No one slept in Darktown last night. 
The citizens were firmly convinced that 
more fires were coming and every front 
porch held its full quota of chair-rock- 


ing until daylight brought its reassur- 
ancé. Most of the negroes seemed to 
find a remarkable satisfaction’ when 
they realized that the sun was doing 
business in the usual way. 


When the small blaze on East Hun- 
ter came, at about 11:30 last night, 
every regident for four blocks around, 
piled their furniture out of the house. 
As the fire department hurled them- 
selves down the street towards the 
new blaze, an old negro mammy stood 
on the street and screamed at them as 
they went by. Her cries, expurgated, 
were: 
“Taint a bit er use. Youse jes fools 
ter try an put ’er out. Fast as you git 
one stopped, they starts ernother. Let 
it burn. Taint no use, I tells yer, and 
youse only fools.” 

Who “they” were, who she blamed 
for all the trouble, she did not say. 

An old hegro man stood at the corner 
of Hunter and Hilliard streets. Un- 
fortunately it is impossible to print 
his remarks. But he was talking stead- 
ily to himself in a monotone of dis- 
gust. It was evident that his under- 
standing was totally incapable of co- 
ping with such a disaster. Only pro-
